U.S, ENVOY DOUGLAS LEAVES 
EYE HOSPITAL FOR HOME 


Ambassador Makes Trip to Lon- 
don in Ambulance; Injury 
“Still Serious.” 
SOUTHAMPTON, England, April 
16 (UP)—Doctors permitted Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Lewis 
Douglas to return to his London 
home today to recover from an 
eye injury caused by a flying fish 

hook nearly two weeks ago. 

Douglas, wearing dark glasses 
and a bandage over his injured 
left eye, left Southampton Eye 
Hospital by ambulance. He was 
lifted on a stretcher into the am- 
bulance. A small group of young- 
sters who witnessed the _ de- 
parture cheered lustily and shout- 
ed, “Good lad!” Douglas waved 
back and smiled. 

The doctors reported that the 
condition of the eye, “though still 
serious, is not immediately dan- 
gerous.” The fish hook, blown by 
a gust of wind, pierced the eye 
while Douglas was fishing in the 
River Test. The doctors still have 
not determined whether his sight 
will be affected permanently. Hos- 
pital authorities yesterday _ re- 
fused to permit Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin to call on Douglas.

‘NEW WHITE HOUSE 


TO ‘LAST AS LONG AS 
PYRAMIDS’ IS URGED 


Missouri’s Cannon Would 
Build Executive Mansion of | 
Steel, Bronze.and Marble. 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP)— 
A new steel, bronze and marble 
White House that “would last as 
long as the Pyramids” was pro- 


posed yesterday by Chairman Can- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, of the 
House Appropriations Committee. 

Strongly opposing spending 
money to renovate the executive 
mansion, Cannon said: 

“We could build a brand new} 
building to last for centuries, to 
look exactly like the present his- 
toric White House. .,.. But- this 
crumbling sandstone shell, no mat- 
ter how much renovation was 
done on it, would probably go to 
pieces in less than 50 years.” 

A proposal to spend $5,400,000 
to renovate the present structure 
has been blocked so far by a 
deadlock of House and Senate con- 
ferees on the first deficiency ap- 
propriations bill. 

Cannon said that -instead of 
spending money to tear out the 
interior and put new foundations 
under the old White House walls, 
his committee favors providing 
$100,000 for a study to see what it 
would cost to reproduce the White 
House out of steel, bronze and 
marble. 

To preserve historic features, 
Cannon proposed that all remov- 
able fixtures, such as fireplaces, 
mantles, doors and some of the 
stairs, be saved and placed in the 
new building. 


LINCOLN MUSEUM 
GETS $50,000 BUST

Henry C. Roberts, New -York 
author and antique collector, made 
the gift on the eighty-fourth an- 
niversary of the death of Lincoln. 
Presentation was in the museum 
which used to be the Ford The- 
ater, where Lincoln was shot. 

Roberts said he did not realize 
the value of the bust when he 
found it while browsing in a Good- 
will Industries store.

President. The sculptor was Leon- 
ard W. Volk, who prepared a sec- 
ond bust from the same mask.

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif., April 
16 (AP)—Wallace Beery, veteran 
of 36 years in the movies, died un- 
expectedly last night at his home. 

The actor had been under treat- 
ment since last November for a 
heart condition. All movie rec- 
ords give Beery’s age as 60, but 
in supplying information for 
“Who’s Who” the —— gave his 
birth date as April 1, 4886, which 
would make him 63. 

At his bedside were his divorced 
wife, Mrs. Rita Beery; a brother, 
Will Beery; his adopted daughter, 
Carol Ann, and a nephew, Noah 
Beery Jr. 

Beery was known to millions of 
movie-goers for his roles as a 
hard-boiled, clumsy but kindly 
character, sometimes addicted to 
larceny and liquor. He was fa- 
mous ior his grunting dialogue, 
sloppy dress and the way he’d 
run his hand over his face and 
mutter, “Aw, shucks!” 

In 1930 one of the greatest 
screen teams was launched when 
he and the late Marie Dressler 
made “Min and Bill.” Since then 
he has appeared in more than 50 
Pictures, including “The Champ,” 
which won him a special Academy 
award. 

Beery, six feet, one inch tall 
and tipping the scales at 225 
pounds, attributed his long popu- 
larity to his appeal to men and 
boys. The Motion Picture Herald 
placed him among the 10 top 
money-making stars from 1932 
through 1935 and again in 1940. 

Among his best known pictures 
are “Tugboat Annie,” “Barnacle 
Bill,” “Hell Divers,” “The Champ,” 
“The Bowery,” “Stablemates” with 
Mickey Rooney and “This Man’s 
Navy.” 

He was married twice. His mar- 
riage to Actress Gloria Swanson 
ended in divorce in 1918. His 
second wife was Rita Gilman, 
whom he divorced in 1930. 

Recently he became involved: in 
a paternity suit. Mrs. Gloria 
Schumm, film bit player, filed suit, 
claiming he was the father of her 
13-month-old son. She first agreed 
and then rejected a $20,000 settle- 
ment offer and the case was to 
go to trial May 25. His poor 
health had resulted in several 
postponements of the trial. 

In recent years Beery has lim- 
ited himself to one or two pictures 
a year. He spent much time be- 
tween his homes here and at near- 
by San Fernando and his hunting 
lodge at Brigham, Utah, and his 
ranch at Jackson Hole, Wyo. He 
suffered a heart strain at the 
Wyoming ranch six months ago 
and has been under treatment 
since. His doctors told him to 
slow down. 

Beery was born in Kansas City, 
Mo., April 1, 1889. His father, 
Noah, was a policeman. The ac- 
tor’s first job in the entertainment 
field was as an assistant elephant 
trainer with a circus. While still 
in his teens, he became an expert 
elephant handler. 

After a turn at stock companies 
and in a Broadway chorus line, 
he entered the then infant movie 
industry. His first film role was 
as a Swedish girl for the Essanay 
studios in« Chicago. 

He came to California in 1915 
to play in the Keystone comedies. 
Later he was cast in “heavy” char- 
acter parts, starring in such films 
as “The Unpardonable Sin” and 
“Behind That Door.” 

Berry estimated that in 20 years 
with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, he 
made more than $50,000,000 for 
the company, at the same time 
building up a sizable fortune of

EIRE BECOMES 
REPUBLIC MONDAY, 
END OF LONG FIGHT 
Ela lepindiatiainl 


DUBLIN, April 16 (AP)~—KEire 
becomes the free Republic of Ire- 
land Monday, the last step in its 
780-year struggle against rule by 
the British crown. 

The reppblic will be proclaimed 
before the General Post Office in 
O’Connell, street where 33 years 
ago the bloody Easter week re- 
bellion flared. 

The last slim constitutional tie 
with Britain was cut last Dec. 21 
when President Sean T. Q’Kelly 
approved repeal of the External 
Relations Act. This had empow- 
ered the King of England to ac- 
credit Irish diplomats abroad. 

Prime Minister John A, Costello 
chose the anniversary of the 
Easter rebellion as independence 
day, when the freedom prociama- 
tion will be.read. The tattered 
tricolor of green, gold and white 
which the rebels raised on that 
Easter Monday morning in 1916 
will be flown again. Many of the 
rebels who fought that day will 
be in the cheering crowd. 

The rebellion was crushed and 
15 rebel leaders were executed, but 
it marked the beginning of the 
end of alien rule. 

Eire has -been self-governing 


since 1921 when the British Par- 
liament set up the Irish Free 
State, comprising all the island 
except the six northern counties. 
Since then, ties with England have 
been gradually whittled away, 
leading to this final act establish- 
ing complete independence. 

The six northern counties have 
refused to join the _ republic, 
choosing to remain in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland.

(The embassy said it understood 
its government regarded only Ar- 
ticle 6 of the treaty nullified. This 
article _permits the Soviet Union 
to send troops into Iran under 
certain circumstances. ‘The em- 
bassy said Iran felt the disputed 
article has been replaced by Ar- 
ticle 105 of the U.N. charter, which 
provides that U.N. members shall 
grant it privileges “necessary for 
the fulfillment of its purposes.”) 
The Iranian action follows in- 
creasingly ‘hostile Soviet radio 
broadcasts alleging that Iran has 
become a tool of warmongering 
capitalist interests. The broad- 
casts seemed to imply that Russia 
felt its security was being threat- 
ened by activities in Iran. 

Recent Border Clashes, 

There also have been sporadic 
border clashes in the - disputed 
frontier zones between the Azer- 
baijan province of Iran and the 
Azerbaijan Sovigt Republic and 
between northeast Iran and the 
Turkmen Soviet Republic. 

Marshal Ali Razmara, chief of 
the Iranian general staff, said on 
April 5 that there had been three 
such clashes within the last three 
months in the Azerbaijan region. 
Small arms fire was exchanged 
and in some cases prisoners were 
taken. 

An TIranian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Iran’s frontier dis- 
putes with Russia had gone on for 
100 years, and no amount of pro- 
tests or negotiations “get us any- 
where. Both the Czarists and, the 
present Communists have _§ sus- 
tained’ the campaign of keeping 
Iran down.” 

Russia backed down once be- 
fore when its conduct toward Iran 
brought a threat of Security Coun- 
cil action. The Western powers 
turned to the Council after Rus- 
sia failed to withdraw its troops 
from northern Iran by the March 
2, 1946, deadline set in the Brit- 
ish-Soviet-Iranian treaty of 1942. 
Before the Council took any 
definitive action, however, Russia 
on March 24, 1946, announced that 
the withdrawal had begun. 


$1,000,000 CASH DEAL 
IN CHRYSLER STOCK

In one of the largest such deals 
since the war, 19,822 shares of 
Chrysler Corp. common stock sold 
at $50.25 a share, or an exact to- 
tal of $996,055.50. The sale was 
made at an advance of 12% cents 
a share. The_ stock closed at 
$51.871%4, a gain for the day of 
$1.75. 

Financial quarters believed the 
sale was by Canadian holders who 
would be affected by an expected 
increase in the par value of the 
stock to $25 a share from $5. One 
broker said Canadian law treated 
such an increase as income, which 
is not the case in this country.

WASHINGTON, April 16 (UP)— 
“General” John T. Barker, former 
attorney general 6f Missouri and 


now a special assistant to United 
States Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark, has written his memoirs, 


entitled “Missouri Lawyer.” 

He spent the better. part’ of a 
decade writing the book, which 
came out this week. 

There was much pain for both 
the lawyer and his publishers, 
however, before the coming out 
party. ’ 

His manuscript was accepted 
last July. The publishers made it 
clear they had a firm hold on the 
copyright and therefore could do 
a little dictating. 

One of Barker’s . nice little 
touches was a chapter on an old 
friend and fellow Missourian, a 
little guy named Harry S. Truman. 
H.S.T., incidentally had come into 
the Barker law office one day in 
1923 and asked Barker to repre- 
sent the county court of Jackson 
county, Missouri, in defending a 
suit filed against it by ten circuit 
judges. ~ 

Publishers Pitched Chapter. 

Well, the publishers blew their 
editorial roofs. They said Tru- 
man was dead like a dodo, polit- 
ically. That chapter was to be 


junked. Not only that, but to 
_teach an upstart writer a few 
things (the general] is in his 70s), 
the publishers said the chapter 
would be pitched into the trash 
can. 

Election day came and election 
day went. It was a day to re- 
member. You'll recall Harry Tru- 
man, the little man who couldn’t 
win? 

The publishers put in a frantic 
call to the general the day after 


election and asked him if he had 


bothered to save a carbon copy 
of that discarded Truman chap- 
ter. The general had so bothered. 
He sent it along—plus a little 
insert, which appears on page 
228 of “Missouri Lawyer.” 

Barker grinned as he ruffled 
his white hair, rolled up his 
sleeves and tore into his story. 
He told how the radio commen- 
tators were putting Truman on 
the short end of 100-to-1 odds. 
The newspapers had picked a 
Tom Dewey Cabinet and had 
reams of copy out in advance 
calling Tom Dewey “President 
Dewey.” 

Neighbor Barker, who gave per- 
mission today to print this anec- 
dote for the first time, called Tru- 
man, “rugged, fearless and hon- 


est 
Born in Carrollton, Mo. 

The general was born in Carroll- 
ton, Mo., and studied in a law 
office there and finally was ad- 
mtted to the bar. But he has 
come to adopt Washington as his 
“second home.” The Department 
of Justice, where he has a some- 
what more plushy office than he 
ever had in Missouri, has 5000 
lawyers on its payroll and the 
gercral calls it “the biggest law 
office in the world.” 

tie makes his home at the 
Wardman Park hotel and likes it 
there for the “folksy” company he 
finds in the lobby at night. 

The company includes people 
like Scott Lucas of Illinois and the 
Senate; Senator Joe O’Mahoney of 
Wyoming; Representative Bob 
Rich of Pennsylvania who always 
asks, even in a hotel lobby “where 
are we going to get the money?”;

$6620 MORE LOOT 
OF BANKER CROWE 
FOUND IN HOME 


All but $6500 of $883,660 
Accounted For — Wife 
Finds Cash 
Box.

NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)— 
The search for almost a million 
dollars stolen from the National 
City Bank was just about over 
today. A new batch of currency 
—$6620—was turned up yesterday 
in the home of former Banker 
Richatd Crowe by his wife, Ho- 
nora. 


That practically closed the books 
on the tracking down of the $883,- 
660 in cash and bonds which 
Crowe on March 25 carried out 
of a branch of the bank for which 
he was assistant manager. 

There is only $6500 still not ac- 
counted for, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation said. 

The money recovered yesterday 
—in $5 and $10 bills—was found 
by Mrs. Crowe in a cardboard 
dress box on a closet shelf in the 
family’s Staten Island home. 

Mrs. Crowe notifted authorities. 
She said her husband had whis- 
pered to her when she saw him 
recently, and told her of the hid- 
ing place. 

Other parts of the missing funds 
Rave been found in a variety of 
places—in an attic, buried beside 
a coffin, in Crowe’s parents’ home, 
and scattered to his creditors 
through the mail. 

Pre-trial mental - tests have 
been ordered for Crowe, who fas¢es 
four federal embezzlement indict- 
ments. Conviction on all the 
|charges could put him in prison 
45 years. 7 


When he was arrested April 4, 
‘in a Daytona Beach (Fla.) bar, 
‘he had nearly $55,000 in cash in a 
‘suitcase with him. 

An additional $61,000: was recov- 
ered from creditors to whom 
Crowe had mailed money. An- 
other $15,000 was hidden in the 
home of Crowe’s parents, who 
were away from home gnd un- 
aware the money was there. 

Bonds totaling about $690,000 
were found ,cached in an attic 
recess in Crowe’s home, after he 
told of the hiding place. He also 
led agents to his grandmother's 
grave where, digging under flood- 
lights on a rainy night, they 
found a buried box containing 
$49,122. '

The health commissioner noted 
that a recent publication by the 
Federal Government failed to list 
St. Louis among the cities with 
90 per cent sanitation rating for 
milk. Although the Public Health 
Service, which was to publish the 
report on the July survey, never 
completed its. task, Dr. Smith 
asked the Missouri Division of 
Health why the reduced rating 
had been given

In the reply, received yesterday, | 


it was stated: “In general, the 
pasteurization plant housekeeping 


was not as satisfactory as should | 


be expected. As often as_ the 
plants are inspected or visited by 
inspecting officials it is difficult 
to tnderstand, for example, why | 
there existed such a large number | 
of flies in the various pasteuriza- ' 
tion plants. 

“With all the controls and chem- | 
icals now available to enforcement | 
officials it is not impractical to’! 
require a complete absence of 
flies.” 

Bacterial Counts. ) 

The survey officers, it was, 
pointed out, found instances where | 
pasteurization plants should have, 
been down-graded because the) 
bacteriological counts were above | 
the “maximum logarithmic” aver- 
age. 

“A more ftrict interpretation | 
and application of the Or eRRRNCS | 
should be applied to the pasteur- |! 
ization plants, accompanied with | 
effective educational work with | 
fhe managers, operators. and/| 
plant personnel,” the letter to Dr. | 
Smith said. 

Items of sanitation in pasteur- 
ization plants: which had a com- 
pliance rating of less than 90 per 
cent were listed as: Floors, 53.5 
per cent; walls and ceilings, 51.6; 
doors and windows, 57; ventila- 
tion, 56.2; protection from con- 
tamination and flies, 43.7; toilet 
facilities, 85.2. 

Milk piping, 72.9; -construction 
of equipment, 81.6; disposal of 
wastes, 46.2; storage of milk caps, 
67; indicating and recording ther- 
mometers, 63.8; cooling, 85.9; bot- 
tling, 35.1; capving, 51.8, and bac- 
terial counts, 65.4. 

A number of classifications were 
also found, below the 90 per cent 
standard in the “raw to plant” 
and “enforcement” categories, Milk 
producing farms, however, were 
found in “good sanitary condi- 
tion.” The St. Louis health de- 
partment, it was reported, has “on 
the whole done a good job in pro- 
tecting the bulk of the fluid milk 
under its supervision.” 

Dr. Smith told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that St. Louis milk is 
“nerfectly safe” despite the 
duced rating.

Lobby.” which appeared Feb. 22 in the

Bureau-Extension Service relationship 
as it exists in Illinois. 

It is our understanding that Ilinois is 
generally considered to be the “horrible 
example” of this relationship.

there is not a state in the ‘union where 
the Extension Service reaches as high 
a percentage of the farmers with a 
comparable program. 

Entirely aside from our organization 
program, Farm Bureau in Illinois spends 
more money on the Extension program 
in the counties than does the Extension 
Service itself. : 

You might also be interested in know- 
ing that in each of our county organiza- 
tions, there is an employe paid solely 
from Farm Bureau and Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association funds who is charged 
with the responsibility of membership 
acquisition and collection of dues. 

We would be very happy to have an 
open-minded reporter from your staff 
visit any of our county organizations, 
our state office or Dean Rusk, head of 
the Extension Service in Illinois, at your 
convenience. To our knowledge, none 
of the persons quoted in your editorial 
has made such a visit.

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The Last War Trials 


Nazi Major General of Police Stroop had fin- 
ished. his mission of annihilation. To Hans 
Frank, butcher Governor General of Poland, he 
sent a report headed “The Warsaw Ghetto Is No 
More.” It read in part as follows: 


The resistance put up by the Jews could 
be broken only by relentlessly using all our 
forces by day and night. 

On 23 April 1943 the Reichsfuehrer is- 
sued his order to complete the combing out 
of the Warsaw Ghetto with relentless ten- 
acity. I therefore decided to destroy the 
entire Jewish residential area by setting 
every block on fire. One concern after an- 
other was systematically destroyed. 

The Jews stayed in the burning buildings 
until because of heat and fear of being 
burned alive, they preferred to jump from 
the upper stories. With their bones broken, 
they still tried to crawl in the streets. 

Often the Jews changed their hiding 
places by night. Their stay in the sewers 
ceased to be pleasant after the first week. 
The men of the Waffen SS, Police or Wehr- 
macht Engineers courageously climbed 
down to bring out the Jews and not infre- 
quently stumbled over Jews already dead. 

One day we opened 183 sewer entrance 
holes and at fixed time lowered smoke can- 
dies into them, with the result that many 
fled. Our men fulfilled their duty indefatig- 
ably in faithful comradeship. 


This was just one report, one single action in 
only one city. Multiply it many fold. Join with 
it the dozens of death mills at work on assembly 
line precision in the concentration camps, in the 
Slave labor battalions, in the fields and the fac- 
tories, and the true character of Nazi Germany 
under Hitler begins to come back to our con- 
sciousness. 

This is the Germany that should be remem- 
bered as the last of the Nuernberg trials comes 
to an end. It is the Germany which is found 
guilty in the conviction of 19 of Hitler’s high- 
ranking government officials on charges of wag- 
ing aggressive war and mass murder. _ It is the 
Germany of Belsen and Buchenwald and 
Dachau, of Goering and Krupp and the, hate- 
monger Streicher. 

Four years seems a long time for the war 
crimes trials. Many Americans have grown 
weary reading about the prosecutions and won- 
dered when they would come to an end. Others 
have questioned the legal basis of trials for 
crimes which were not crimes on the lawbooks 
when they were committed. The great number 
of our citizens, we believe, will take satisfaction 
in knowing that for the most part the prosecut- 
ors leaned over backward in giving those ac- 
cused full opportunity to defend themselves, but 
that they held hundreds of_them to the charges, 
found many guilty and imposed punishment. 

The list of executions is not a pleasant rec- 
ord, yet it is smal] exaction, indeed, for the 
millions who were :beat, shot, burned, kicked, 
whipped, starved, worked, gassed, drugged or 
put to death in inhuman experiments. 
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Secretary Acheson on China 

Secretary of State Acheson’s letter—ad- 
dressed to Senator Connally: as chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee—should end 
all talk of further. American aid to China. It 
heaps up the facts to prove that such a policy 
would be a catastrophic folly. 

Lavish American help in the past did not 
prevent the Chinese Communists from over- 
running North. China and gaining a position 
from which they can take over South China 
as well, said the Secretary. The Chinese peo- 
ple are so sick and tired, of the civil war that 
they would deeply resent dollars which might 
prolong it. For the National Government to 


have any hope of winning wotld require direct~ 


American participation in the war. As to the 


pending aid bill, the Secretary said: 

The extension of as much as $1,500,000.,- 
000 of credits to the Chinese Government 
. would embark this Government on an 
undertaking the eventual cost of which 
would be unpredictable but of great magni- 
tude, and the outcome of which would al- 

most surely be catastrophic. 


It would be impossible to get back any sub- 
stantial part of such loans, Mr. Acheson flatly 
added. * The attempt to take over Chinese cus- 
toms and other revenue sources in an effort 
todo so would “be deeply resented by the 
Chinese people as an extreme infringement of 
China’s sovereignty.” 

Secretary Acheson thus reaches the sound 
conclusions of his predecessor, Gen. Marshall. 
The question is how anybody else can escape 
them. For American dollars, Nationalist: China 
has become an obvious rat-hole. Why do some 
men on Capitol Hill refuse to see that? Are 
they so partisanly blind that when the Admin- 
istration is against a measure, they must be 
for it;no matter what the risk to this nation’s 
stability, security and well-being? 
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The Farm Lobby’s Answer 

A defense of the tieup between the State Ag- 
ricultural Extension Services and the American 
Farm Bureau Federation is made in the letter 


column today. It comes from Floyd E. Morris, 
vice president of the Illinois Agricultural Associ- 
ation, as the Farm Bureau in that state is 
known. Mr. Morris thinks the tieup in Illinois 
is all right because the county agents there do 
not solicit members for the Farm Bureau. 
There’s a special employe in every county 
agent’s office, paid from Farm Bureau funds, 
who does it. 

Apparently Mr. Morris does not see anything 
improper in having a Farm Bureau membership 
secretary attached to a county agent’s office. 
Yet it is improper.“ The county agent represents 
a public service into which goes money from the 
United States Government. The Farm Bureau 
membership secretary represents a private lobby 
which is trying to influence that Government 
for its own benefit instead of letting it work for 
everybody’s benefit. , 

Mr. Morris is correct, however, in saying that 
“Illinois is generally considered to be the ‘hor- 
rible example’ of this relationship.” As Gladys 
Baker writes in “The County Agent”: 

(In Illinois) the county Farm Bureau 
board selects and dismisses the county agent 
with the approval of the state extension 
service. ... Since the county Farm Bureaus 
in most counties make large contributions 
to the salary of the county agent and in ad- 
dition furnish him with a Farm Bureau car, 
‘it is natural that the agent feels primary 
responsibility to Farm Bureau members 
who contribute dues of $15. 

He will, of course, give advice to non- 
members who Call at his office, but he can-_ 
not well go to their farms in a Farm Bureau 
car. In some counties he will test the soil 
of a non-member, for example, if the non- 
member brings a sample to the office; in 
others he refuses to extend this personal 
service commonly given to members. 


In other words, an Illinois farmer has only 
limited rights to services financed by federal 
and state money. To enjoy the full benefits 
of those services, he must be a member of a pri- 
vate lobby, the Illinois Agricultural Association, 
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Is it any wonder that, in the words of Fortune 
magazine, state and local leaders of the Illinois 
Agricultural Association “are influential poli- 
ticians in their own right”? 

The tie between the State Agricultural Ex- 
tension Services and the lobby that seeks to put 
public funds, federal and state, to private pur- 
poses should be broken. Congress can do it by 
passing a bill sponsored by the National Farm- 
ers’ Union. The extension service then will 
serve, not Farm Bureau members primarily, but 
all American farmers. 
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Time_to Accent the Positive 
It is easy to attack medicine these days, not 
as an ever more intelligent practice of the heal- 
ing art, but because of an economic backward- 
ness which puts adequate care beyond the reach 
of so many. 


It is easy to heap much of the blame for this 
on the American Medical Association. 
was done again yesterday in-a report by Dr. 
Michael M. Davis, presented to President: Tru- 
man by a delegation headed by Dr. Channing 
Frothingham, former president of the Massa- 
chusetts State Medical Society and chairman of 
the Committee on the Nation’s Health. 


Such attacks are easy because the facts are 
clear. Selective Service examinations, no mat- 
ter how conservatively interpreted, show that 
we are not husbanding our human resources. 
The inadequacy of medical facilities in rural 
areas was again shown when survivors of the 
Effingham fire had to be taken as far as Terre 
Haute, Ind., and Granite City. 

With the exception of an occasional maver- 
ick frowned on by the A.M.A., present volun- 
tary insurance plans do not meet the need. 


‘Missouri, which ranks eleventh in Blue Cross 


coverage, has only 26.3 per cent of its popula- 
tion protected. In 10 states, less than 5 per 
cent is covered. Furthermore, such - protec- 
tion is limited. 

Just reciting these facts over and over again, 
however, will not change them. It is time to 
accent the positive. So it was encouraging to 
hear that the President told his visitors that an 
Administration bill: soon would be sent to Con- 
gress as a substitute for the pending Murray 
bill (S.5). Another bill has been introduced by 
Senator Hill, and. still another by Senators 
Taft, Smith and Donnell. -Good committee 
work should fashion an acceptable measure out 
of these ingredients. 

This should recognize (1) that the problem is 
economic. It is not a matter of telling doctors 
how to treat patients, but of applying the in- 
surance principle so that patients can afford 
the doctors’ care. It should also recognize (2) 
that adequate care will call for more doctors 
and more medical facilities. It should provide 
for the expansion of medical training and for 
the multiplication of hospitals. And it should 
keep the horse before the cart. Also the law- 
makers must bear in mind (3) that they must 
not provide merely relief for the indigent or 
more aid for medical institutions. Those who 
most need help are the self-respecting, self- 
supporting citizens in the middle-income 
brackets. : 

Their plight should not be forgotten in mean- 
ingless cries of “Socialism!’”

Churchill’s Sort of Something 

Tailor and Cutter, the English men’s fashions 
Magazine, will not stop Winston Churchill’s 
siren suit by sneeringly referring to it as “a 
sort of something.” It may be true that the suit 
is untidy and that it does not conform to the 
wearer structurally. In fact, to the best of our 
observation Mr. Churchill does not so much 
wear the siren suit as he occupies it. 


What Tailor and Cutter either overlooks or 
doesn’t care about is that a man’s mood is on 
occasion no more definite than a sort of some- 
thing, and he wants his clothes to suit the oc- 
casion., When the Churchillian figure is in the 
siren suit, the impression we get is that it is a 
perfect fit for his frame of mind. 

And that is infinitely better than being 
dressed for a sort-of-something occasion in one 
of Tailor and Cutter’s just exactly whats. 
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Brickbats About Brannan 


No detail can be changed in the complex 
system of government aid to farmers without 
offending vested interests. It was, therefore, 
to be expected that Secretary Brannan’s far- 
reaching changes would not be greeted every- 
where with acclaim. A questioning attitude is 
proper, but there: are also signs of closed- 
minded opposition... Several. farm spokesmen 
in Congress have already plainly turned thumbs 
down, and Mr. Brannan’s audience at the Mis- 
souri Chamber of Commerce ran from cool to 
hostile. 

Yet the Secretary’s vision bears great prom- 
ise. It offers a happier alternative to the 
present policy of jacking up food prices. It 
converts farm aid from a narrow handout to 
a multiple-purpose investment which would also 
better the nation’s diet, promote soil conserva- 
tion, and reduce the production of wasteful 
surpluses. 

Some people fear it would cost more than 
the present farm-aid system. Cost estimates 
must be made, of course, before the plan de- 
serves either a Yes or a No answer. Mr. 


" Brannan can already point out that the present 


scheme is costly—that the loss on last year’s 
potato crop alone may come to $200,000,000. It 


is worth something to change from artificial- 


scarcity to lower-priced food that will improve 
the health and well-being of moderate-income 
people. The Brannan plan has a capital invest- 
ment feature,.too, in that it promises a sub- 
stantial degree of real recovery in agriculture 
instead of endlessly pouring money down the 
relief rathole. 

The old charge was immediately hurled that 
it would “regiment” farmers. Mr. Brannan an- 
swers that the provisions under attack are 
already in the law. It seems to us, indeed, 
that his system in the end will involve less 
direct interference with farmers’ initiative than 
the present one. 

Cotton and grain interests are hostile because 
the Secretary wants to taper off their subsidies. 
They killed former Secretary Wickard’s some- 
what similar “reconversion” plan to relieve the 
South from its ruinous over-dependence on cot- 
ton. Yet, in the end, other Americans will de- 
mand enough reconversion to get the unman- 
ageable surpluses off their backs. 

Mr. Brannan’s ideas should not be adopted 
without earnest exploration. There is no dan- 
ger that they will be. But neither should ideas 
of such great potential promise be dismissed 
off the cuff. 
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Well, maybe we can get back to the business 
now of having a little spring.

The War in Colorado 


HIS HUMAN MAJESTY, by Kay Boyle. (Whifttlesley 
House, 295 Pages, $3.00.)

As short-story writer and author of at 
least’a-dozen novels, Kay Boyle has in the 
past 20 yéars established a unique kind of 
reputation. In the 1930s when the novel 
witha social message was in vogue, Miss 
Boyle, leading the detached life of a de- 
patriate, was writing intense little stories 
of poetic delicacy and irony. In the ’40s, 
when good and evil became standardized 
concepts in fiction, she turned to intricate 
(if not always profound) studies in loyalty. 

Easily given to emo- 

tional excesses, her 

writing was not con- 

sistently  distin- 

) guished. But she could 

@ count on one thing to 

draw serious readers 

to her work: her 

awareness Of a fourth 

dimension of experi- 

ence created by the 

senses and emotions. 

This quality of Miss

est novel. Perhaps to 

suggest the eternal, or because she has a 
predilection for mountain settings, she has 
placed her story in the snow-capped moun- 
tains of Colorado, where a battalion of 
United States ski troops is in training in 
the winter of 1944. Isolated by their physi- 
cal environment from the usual diversions, 
in a typical male world of barracks and 
service clubs, these men are faced with 
the added barrier of nationality: for it is 
an international, group, made up mainly 
(as Miss Boyle puts it) of “knight-errants”

Talking with forced and quite genteel 
humor, and an occasional flash of Saroy- 
anesque comaraderie, none of the members 
of Miss Boyle’s cast says or does anything 
that hints at the depths we glimpse in 
passages of italicized streams of conscious- 
ness. Colorful and various as they are, 
they can actually be dismissed in a phrase:

A little more on the 
complex side is the Anglo-American Far- 
rington, who is given to alternately recit- 
ing poetry, shouting mountain songs at 
the top of his lungs and falling in love 
with ideal women.

Miss Boyle touches on matters beside 
love. There is an effective scene of vio- 
lence between a bigoted Texan and a sensi- 
tive Austrian, and another touching one 
between Farrington, the experienced sol- 
dier, and a younger soldier who has lost 
his nerve. But in the end her long-range 
view amounts to nothing more than an 
omnipotent camera eye before which the 
war all but fades from view and her char- 
acters become simply projections of her 
highly emotional responses.

tinued, “the commission has broad | 
general supervisory powers over | 
a telephone corporation. The 
commission now proposes to in-| 
voke those broad powers.” 
‘ Southwestern Bell has a rule that 
it must disconnect service when a 
law-enforcement agency points out 
that the telephones are being used 
illegally. This rule has been in 
effect since 1943. “It is in force 
and effect,” the commission said, 
“with the approval of the com-

effect of law, binding upon the 
utility, the public and the com- 
mission.” 

“Public Policy Pronouncement.” 

Once approved, the regulation 
becam& “the pronouncement of the 
public felicy of the state, acting 
through the Public Service Com- 
mission as an arm of:the State 
Legislature,” the commission said. 

On Feb. 5, 1947, former Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly and Attorney General 
Taylor notified the phone com- 
pany that its service was being 
used in violation of law by Pioneer. 
The phones were removed immedi- 
ately. For more than two years

Americans, who are now doctor- 
ing the sick economy of western 
Europe, say the enlightened devel- 
opment of African territorial pos- 
sessions could provide a final cure 
for their patient. 
' Africa is described as a asta 
tial huge dollar-earner for two co- 
lonial powers, Britain and France, 
which are still in the red after 
getting more than two billion dol- 
lars from the United States in the 
first year of ERP. 

Other ERP countries—Belgium, 
Portugal and Italy—likewise have 
territorial interests in Africa, ca-

BEVIN PREDICTS 
U.S. WILL TURN 
TOWARD SOCIALISM 


LONDON April 16 (UP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin was 
quoted today as predicting that 
the United States will follow 
Britain’s example and turn toward 
socialism. 

Don Iddon, the Daily Mail’s New 
York correspondent, said Bevin 


granted him an. exclusive inter- 
view aboard the liner Mauretania 
just before it docked at South- 
ampton yesterday from New York. 
“Mr. Bevin told me that the 
same political developments which 
have taken place in Britain—the 
trend to the left—will come about 
in the United States,” Iddon said. 
Iddon reported most of Bevin's 
discussion of foreign affairs was 
off the record, but disclosed that 
Bevin had given him this advice 
n.writing a weekly column from 
the United States: 
“You must not be too cynical, if 
I may advise you. Don’t ruffle 
the American Eagle’s feathers. Be 
frank and blunt, of course, there 
is nothing wrong with that, and 
stick up for the British empire.” 
In London, Bevin issued a state- 
ment warning that the western 
European powers will need “all 
our wisdom and all our tenacity” 
to solve the problems eof long- 
term economic co-operation. He 
said, “Organized economic co-Op- 
eration between the 19 member 
countries, from being an ideal and 
an experiment, has become a daily 


activity.”

| As in the last increase, the 
“state commission refused to zone 
the state at different. rates. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
did that in granting a temporary 
increase last December. The rail- 
roads asked the state commission 
to follow the ICC pattern on rates 
within the state. 

The state commission comment- 
ed such a zone system would be 
discriminatory and cannot be or- 
dered under Missouri law.

Then when 
the collar clutches your neck there should be no 
doubt that shirt shrinkage and not increased 
body weight, has done it. :

NE can eat generous servings 
(-« foods from each of the basic 

seven groups daily and atill 
not have a diet adequate in all the 
nutrients. 

To provide all the musts for 
nourishment one must first buy 
food wisely. Only amounts of the 
various foods that can be used and 
stored without waste of food value 
or appetite appeal should be 
bought at one time. Then ail the 
foods must be prepared in the 
right way to retain their maximum 
food value, and attractiveness, and 
flavor. The fresher fruits and 
vegetables are the higher ‘their 
vitamin content. They should be 
kept cool until used. Wilting de- 
stroys vitamins. Both fruits and 
vegetables should be washed be- 
fore trimming, peeling or Cutting. 
Never let foods soak in water be- 
cause this lets some of the food 
value leak out. 

If you Must peel, peel thinly be- 
cause a high percentage of food 
value is concentrated next to the 
skin. Prepare only enough food 
needed for the meal to avoid un- 
planned leftovers. Cook as many 
vegetables whole as possible, If 
they are so large as to overcook 
on the outside before cooking 
through, cut in large pieces to con- 
serve minerals and vitamins. Cook 
shortest possible time because long 
cooking destroys flavor, color, tex- 
ture, vitamins. And never add soda 
to any vegetable to improve color 
or take off edge of acid flavor 
because it destroys vitamins. Use 
little or no water to cook to avoid 
too great a loss of nutrients. Avoid 
excess stirring. Cook fast, Have 
water boiling before adding vege- 
tables. Baking vegetables in their 
skins helps retain nutrients, Store 
drained juice from boiled vege- 
tables in a jar in refrigerator and 
use in soups, sauces, gravies, meat 
and vegetable loaves. Cook 
frozen vegetables while _ still 
frozen. Never thaw before cooking.

I have observed 
painters at work and fail to see 
any difference in their method 
of applying the paint, so think 
it must be in the chemicals, or 
perhaps some preparation of the 
surface before painting. What I 
wish to ask you is what the word 
‘stippling’ actually means, what is 
its origin?” 

The word “stipple” is from the 
techniques of engraving. Its deri- 
vation is from the Danish “stip- 
pelen,” denoting to make points, 
to dot or spot with dots. This 
is from “stippel,” a diminutive of 
“stip,” a dot. 

The term’s significance in the 
art of engraving is the engraving 
by means of dots rather than 
lines. It has application also in 
the use of water colors, to describe 
the application of the paint in 
small, short touches. An eminent 
French modernist is noted for this 
type of brushwork. That is how 
“stippling” started.

The intimate friend, who 
made certain at the funeral that upon each card was written 
a word or two describing the flowers from which it was 
removed, now goes to a stationer and orders a sufficient num- 
ber of black bordered cards printed with the name of the most 
deeply bereaved. This same friend (perhaps assisted by others) 
then writes on each card, “Thanks for sympathy and beautiful 
—” (whatever the flowers were) and then puts this card in a 
matehing envelope, addresses it and mails it. are 
These few personal words assure the senders of the flowers 
that they were received and appreciated by the family. In the 
same way, letters, telegrams and other messages are personally 
acknowledged without any undue\effort being required of the 
immediate family. But a printed card of thanks with no word 
added, sent to a devoted friend, cannot fail to have the effect
